TN an address to the Canadian Club 
** at Toronto this wqek Finance 
Minister Fleming cautioned against 
the evil of inflation in Canada’s econ¬ 
omy. and appealed to the public to 
set its face against adding to existing 
pressure tending to produce such 
effects. His argument was theoret¬ 
ically sound and customary enough 
for governmental spokesmen on the 
subject. Mr. Fleming, however, set 
up some contraditions to his pleading. 
If Canada faces stiffer competition 
overseas in the sale of export sur¬ 
pluses will much inflationary pressure 
likely develop from “expanding ex¬ 
ports”? 

New factors, said Mr. Fleming, 
bid fair “to lift the economy of the 
nation to new heights.” Among these 
he listed “chiefly export demand and 
capital investment.” Canada may 
well see a resumption of capital in¬ 
vestment on a faiply extensive scale, 
if even one-half of much talked of 
development goes ahead. It may also 
see an increase in its export sales on 
this continent; hut is it likely that its 
results in the new controlled Euro¬ 
pean markets will be such as to cause 
inflationary pressure_al home? An 
expanding economy embraces many 
things, including the intake of active 
fresh settlement. The administration 
at Ottawa has curtailed immigration, 
and presumably does not look for a 
lift from that source during this year,. 


Taking the minister of finance’s 
remarks in their good intention, how¬ 
ever, 1960 is apt to be the product of 
all men’s labors during the period, as 
conditioned by the reception abroad, 
for this nation's goods. The public 
can search for markets, but cannot 
assure them. The chartered banks— 
w hipping boys of the present—cannot 
produce money from a hat, and 
money is in short supply. The central 
bank can advise in the most caution¬ 
ary fashion, as it seems intent on 
doing. All of these things will go for 
little if the conditions of world com¬ 
merce do not create markets in which 
Canadian goods can continue to be 
sold. This country must still depend 
on its exports. 

The Canadian public certainly has 
not suffered for lack of prolific, if at 
times conflicting, advice. Canadas 
total trade deficit for 1959 did not 
appear to hav? been the result of an 
expanding economy. The deficit was 
met in large part by the inflow of 
investment and other funds from 
many countries, principally the 
United States. Some of a the impor¬ 
tant transfers were borrowings by 
provincial and municipal governments 
in the American money market. One 
agrees with Mr. Fleming, however, 
that this year there is evidence of 
Canadian initiative in the private 
sector. Whether this is encouraged 
or not may hinge on the example to 
Jbe set by the government.

In youth he was both 
an outstanding athlete and a classi¬ 
cal scholar, and these coupled with 
diligence and a pleasing personality 
laid the foundations for his advance¬ 
ment. He began at the bottom of 
the financial ladder, as a bank clerk, 
and progressed therefrom to indus¬ 
trial leadership and directorship in 
numerous companies. 

He was therefore one of the busi¬ 
nessmen who shared in the building 
of B.C. in the earlier years of this 
century, and hiS,, mark would be 
evident in many a .board room. As 


a scholar it was appropriate that for 
seven years he should £uide UBC as 
chancellor of that institution, and his 
touch was felt equally well in the 
breeding of livestock and in the sup¬ 
port he lend to yachting and horse 
racing. Vancouver showed its appre¬ 
ciation of his stature by making him 
a freeman of that city. 

The crown of Kis career came of 


cours^ when he was appointed lieu¬ 
tenant-governor, and Victorians will 
recall how ably and with merited 
distinction he occupied the post. He 
was numbered among the best-liked 
incumbents of Government House. 
His years there coincided with the 
early period of the last war. during 
which, he displayed fine leadership 
and spared no effort in pursuit of the 
national cause. 

All in all the Hon. Eric Hamber 
contributed much to life. If by his 
natural gifts he attained material 
success this he repaid by personal 
contribution of public service. He 
has left an honored and respected 
name behind him.

Most of the men arrested in Germany 
so far in connection with the painting 
of swastikas and anti-Jewish slogans In 
public places are under 26. too young to 
have been Nazis in the Hitler era. 

Yet these youths mouth Nazi slogans 
and heap vitriol oh Jews. Desecration of 
synagogues and Jewish graveyards is 
nothing new in postwar Germany. 

What is new is the response to a 
single incident, the swabbing of a 
swastika on the newly decorated Cologne 
synagogue on Christmas Eve and the 
daubing in black paint of the words 
*‘Juden raus"—"Jews get out.”

Newspapers picked up the story and 
spread it in Germany and abroad. The 
swastikas and anti-Jewish phrases spread 
across West Germany. 

Many of the swastikas have been 
crudely drawn and seem to%e the work 
of Juvenile delinquents. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer claims 


"wire-pullers’’ are behind the anti- 
Semitic wave and that evidence has been 
turned up of a widespread campaign to 
discredit his government abroach But no 
one as yet has offered any proof to sub¬ 
stantiate claims of a concerted anti-

Suspicion at first was directed to still 
militant Fascists, and particularly the 
neo Nazi German Reich party. The party 
says the dauhings were Inspired by Com¬ 
munist agents and denies it is anti- 
Semitic.

Because of the British re¬ 
fusal to join, the £isenhower 
a d m i n i s tration abandoned 
Dulles' plan for intervention. 

The keys garrison at Dien 
Bien Phu fell. 


LONDON (AP> - British 
officials claimed Mondly Sir 
Anthony Eden may have pre¬ 
vented a third jvorld War six 
years ago. 

As told here, U.S. Navy 
bombers were poised to go into 
battle against Communist be* 
siegers of the French bastion 
of Dien Bien Phu in Indochina, 
but Eden refused to go along 
with an American plan for 
intervention in the Indochinese 
civil war. 

Other allied diplomats con¬

Quickest way to reach the 
fire, on the hotel's top floor, 
was by aerial ladder to a win¬ 
dow and to do this the ladder 
had to he eased gingerly 
among the wires. 

The problem may arise 
again, but will disappear when 
downtown wiring goes under¬ 
ground in a year or two. 

The Westholme fire was 
most serious of three that kept 
city firemen busy during the 
weekend in the downtown 
area. 

Responding to an alarm at 
4.05 a.m. Sunday, firemen 
found that a blaze starting in 
a chesterfield in a top-floor 
room of the hotel had spread 
to the room itself. and was 
"threatening to go farther. 

Luckily. smoke escaped 
through a small opening into 
the adjoining room of Robert 
Savard, who wakened and 
notified the hotel desk. 

While the desk turned in 
the alarm. Mr. Savard jroused 
other guests about a dozen 
—on the top floor. 

Firemen reaching the old 
building entered by raising the 
aerial truck’s ladder to a lop- 
floor window. 

Damage to the room and its 
contents, to the attic above, 
and from smoke to hallways 
and other rooms ran the loss 
up to between 2.500 and $3,000. 

Earlier, at 10.36 p.m. Satur¬ 
day. firemen were called to 
the Strathcona bowling alleys 
where fire which started in 
the pit of one of the alleys 
was confined to that area. 

At 11.15 a.m. yesterday an 
afarm was sounded from Es¬ 
quire Tailor Shop, operated at 
810 Yates by P. Kalonoff.

The approval means that the 
B.C. Electric Company will 
spend $11,000,000 to put in a 
modem natural gas system to 
serve the Greater Victoria dis¬ 
trict. 

B.C. Electric executive vice- 
president H. L. Purdy told the 
.Public Utilities Commission the 
BCE capital investment by the 
first year of natural gas (fall 
of 1961) will be $6,000,000 and 
will increase to $11,000,000 by 
the tilth year. 

The company expects to be 
able to sell natural gas at at¬ 
tractive rate* to the people it 
now serves with electricity 
and liquid petroleum air gas, 
he said. 

Magna won the right to build 
the pipeline over the objec¬ 
tions of Island Transmission 
Company Limited, of Na- 
naimo. which proposed a $16, 
000,000 welded steel pipeline 
over a similar route. The PUC 
heard both applications in De¬ 
cember. 

The PUC certificate orders 
that Magna complete its con¬ 
tract for flexible pipe before 
May 1 of this year. It is ex 
pected work will start on the 
laying of the 21.2 miles of 
flexible pipe In the spring of 
1961 and the land pipe will be 
installed simultaneously.

It will be laid by a cable lay 
ing vessel and follow the same 
route at the BCE submarine 
cable.
